At 
present there are hundreds of small 
towns throughout Canada, not po- 
liced on account of lack of means. 
Very few of the local police are as 
efficient as they should be. By that 
we mean, are of no service to the 
country at large. They now serve 
only the municipalities that appoint 
and pay them. And, as a general 
rule pay much more attention to strict- 
ly local municipal affairs. | Crime in 
these localities costs money to put 
down, therefore on this account crim- 
inals often escape justice and the use- 
fulness of that force is very much con- 
fined. 

In a Federal force such as we have 
suggested, with all the police under 
the control of one department, and 
what better department can we sug- 
gest than the present department of 
the R. N, W. M. ‘Police, there would 
nbe very much thorough police ser- 
vices performed.

of public health as to demand.a reply. 
In it a reference is made to até anticle 
on the same institution, which | ap- 
peared in ‘Monday's Capltal, a glance 
at! which show’ ‘hat+the so-called 
reply by the Medical Health Officer 
avas almost wholly a quotation by your 
reporter from ithe annual report pub- 
dished three’ months--befora 

The local physician’s-unliditunate re- 
marks which have apparently furnish- 
ed a pretext for-an attack on the ad- 
ministration of the city. isolation hos- 
pital, are stated by himself not to 
have been intended to reflect in the 
slightest degree on the management 
or tthe persent.usefulness of ‘that in- 
stitution. He certainly did not intim- 
mite that it ‘was unsafe to send pa- 
tients there, though his remarks have 
been thus misconstrued’ by the -Capi- 
tal. ‘That this has been the subject of 
private conversation and what many 
have been suspicious of the isolation 
hospital, are statements which are 
mo more well-founded than the gossip 
indulged in by a few individuals re- 
warding all the other hospitals in the 
dity, which is to'be deprecated as only 
anisahievous, Ii the parties who have 
suspicions would be so well-advised as 
to make these suspicions known to me, 
it would become my duty either to 
ilisabuse their minds of “hese isus- 
wicions if unfounded, or so rectify 
matters Ui there were any just grounds 
if complaint. 

I believe an inquiry as suggested by 
you wil recall the fact ‘that the vast 
majority of physicians in wthe city, who 
do mot hesitate to send their patients 
there, as well as the pavients them- 
selves ‘have noting but words of com- 
mmendation for the manner in) qwhlch 
ithe ‘work of ithe institution js carried 
jon by the competent Lady Superin- 
sendant and staff of nurses employed. 
It.will also reveal the fact that the num- 
ber of ‘cases of infections disease in 
ithe city is greatly controlled and les- 
sened by the work of ‘this institution. 
tis regrettable therefore ‘that the col- 
umns of the papers under your man- 
wgement, should Jend themselves to 
create prejudice against a ‘hospital 
Which is doing a splendid work in 
spite of the admitted defects in ibs 
construction, thus tending to injure 
the cause of pubic health so limpor- 
tang to dhe avellare of the city. Al- 
ready one of, our ‘leading physicians 
has informed me that when he advised 
a ‘patient to go to the isolation lros- 
pital dhe ‘was met with orefusal on 
atecount of mistaken prejudice, due to 
ithe anilicles ‘which have been published. 
This inquiry will further. reveal not-on- 
ly that conditions have for some time 
heen safe and fairly satisfactory, but 
also that steps have been taken from 
time to time since the hospital was 
built to remedy any defects which 
have appeared jin consequence of the 
faulty foundation and jpoor material 
originally used in the construction of 
the building.

COAST STEAMER IN DIFFICULTY 


Vancouver, Feb. 6.—The steamer 
Amur, arriving this evening from Skag- 
way, delayed three duys by storms on 
the northern B.C. coast, brings the 
news that the Henriette “was, all but 
swamped and’ sunk. last Saturday 
morning, west of Prince Rupert. The 
vessel left Rupert on Thursday’ night 
and all day Friday had‘’to lay to, in 
a storm. She was caught in‘'a ter- 
rible blow on Friday evening, atid be- 
ing unable to make ‘ any -headway 
against the waves, was turned stern 
on and run before the wind. Capt. 
Butler steered for Dixon entrance, was 
unable to get into shelter until just 
before noon on. Saturday. Waves 
coming over the sides when the steam- 
er Jay in the trough of the sea broke 
the engine-room door, and soon the en- 
gineers. and firemen were working in 
three feet of water. Coal plugged the 
pumping ports and the only way to 
clear the vessel of water was to hoist 
it over the, side with buckets.

LACOMBE SEED FAIR\ 

The Lacombe Seed Tair was held 
January 26, and a good show of seed 
grain avas out. ‘The ‘winter wheat 
and oats were ‘especially strong, one 
sample of Alberta Red weighing 69% 
Ibs, per measured bushel, which is, as 
far as I have heard, the heaviest yet 
weighed in ithe province this year. 
The fact the wild oats were found dn it 
was ‘much negretted by all parties, 
for we would ‘have liked very much to 
have seen it at ithe provincial show. 
Several other samples of the same 
kind of wheat, however, weighed from 
67 to 68 Tbs. per ‘bushel, proving be- 
yond a doubt that the Lacombe dis- 
trict can produce hard winter wheat of 
high quality. There was very little 
doing in sprimg wheat at the fair, a 
few samples only were shown, but of 
fair quality. 

The oats were shown — in thnee 
classes and made a good show in all 
the classes being large, medium and 
short. ‘The medium were supplied 
after judging began to permit -of a sat- 
isfactory placing of all ‘the grades. 
There «was! some very heavy samples 
in all ‘three classes weighing as ‘heavy 
as 49% in some and many 47 to 48 
pounds. : 

There were three lots of timothy 
which were allotted ‘fisrt second and 
third. T'wo lots of rye grass were first 
and second. In the two exhibits of 
brome grass seed, which took first and 
second, a very noticeable feature avas 
the freedom from weeds. This was 
the same in all the classes shown, 
somezhing which speaks well for the 
district as old as Lacombe and- shows 
that the farmera there are doing some 
pretty good fayming along right lines, 
to control the weed pest. 

There were only = two samples 
thrown ou: for wild oats, one of wheat 
and one of oats, and that is a pretty 
good record for a district so long 
farmed as that of Lacombe.
